Council to meet again tonight 


Tie vote on Venice mayor

The Venice City Council became 
deadlocked 4-4 Tuesday night in an 
attempt to choose an acting mayor to 
head the city until the April 17 city 
election. 

Alderman George Mangiaracino was 
nominated for the position by Alderman 
Hank A. Svezia, and Alderman Tyrone 
Echols was nominated by Alderman 
John Ervin. 

Aldermen voting in a roll call for 
Mangiaracino were E. H. Buente, 
Svezia, Phillip Daniels and 


Mangiaracino. 

Voting for Echols were Gscar King, 
George Lewis, Ervin and‘Echols. 

Mangiaracino is pictured at the lett 
and Echols at the right. 

Following the tie vote, Mayor Pro- 
tem Buente called for a recess and the 
eight aldermen went into a private 
room to discuss the situation. 

During the recess; Harry Hartman, 
city attorney, was ‘called in for legal 
opinions regarding the function of the 
acting mayor and method of his 
Selection. 

Unable to resolve the deadlock over 


choosing an acting mayor during the 
first recess, the council resumed, the 
regular meeting, completed routine 
business and:Mayor Pro-tem Buente 
recessed the meeting until 7 p.m. today. 

The vacancy was created Jan. 1 by 
the resignation’ of Mayor William 
“‘Mike’’ Ebérsoldt due -to health 
reasons. 


The council elected Buente as mayor 
pro-tem to conduct the Tuesday 
evening council meeting. However, a 
mayor pro-tem is elected at each 
meeting and does not have the

authority of a regular mayor or acting 
mayor, according to the Illinois State 
law: 


An acting mayor must be elected, 
according to the city attorney, in order 
to legally run the business of the city, 
including such items as approving the 
city payroll before checks can be issued 
to city employees. 


If the situation is not resolved at 
today’s meeting, city employees will 
face a payless Friday. 

City paychecks are signed by the 
mayor, treasurer and comptroller.

An increase of $4,500 per year in the 
salary of the Granite City street 
superintendent was authorized by the 
City Council in its regular meeting 
Tuesday night. 

The council approved by a vote of 10 
to 2 a motion to set the street 
superintendent's salary at $22,000 
annually, an increase from the present 
salary of $17,500. 

While several aldermen questioned 
the policy of continuing: a $100 per 
month expense payment received by 
the present street superintendent, 
Lionel Portell, no final action was taken 
on that matter. 

At the same time, Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Paul R. Bowler, 
alderman of the Seventh Ward, said his 
committee would recommend that no 
increase be made in the present salary 
of the aldermen. 

The 14 ward aldermen now receive 
$75 for each meeting attended, plus a

Limb pickups 


Granite City ‘Street Superintendent 
Lionel Portell announced yesterday 
that the street department will pick up 
limbs fromm Sunday's ice storm, if 
residents put them at the curbs or in the 
streets. 

“We will not be going into alleys or on 
private property, unless there is an 
emergency,’’ Portell said. However, 
tree limbs on private property may be. 
moved to the curb and will be picked up 
as soon as possible, he added. 

Due to the danger of injury, the use of 
power saws_on slippery ground Will be 


. limited. High lifts will be used to hoist 


most limbs into trucks. Portell said he 
does not feel the department’s chipper 
would work properly at this time, 
because of thé ice on the limbs. 

The superintendent asked everyone 
to be patient, noting the pickups may 
take three to four weeks to complete, 
but said it is impossible to prepare a 
schedule of limb pickups, because 
weather will dictate how fast the task 
can progress.

No formal report on the salary issue 
was made. Bowler said he and mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee— 
Aldermen, Fred Schuman Jr. and 
Warren Decatur—had ..‘‘kicked it 
around a while but had never finalized 


applications for Community.

The program must be submitted to 
HUD by March 1. HUD may take up to 
75 days to rule’on the projects and fund 
applications,

projects seeking a total of.$1,277,300 for 
the 1979-80 fiscal year beginning next 
July 1. 

These include two projects in

If the doors were locked 
when people leave their 
homes to go somewhere, 
burglaries could probably be 
reduced by 50 percent. 

More than half of all 
residential burglars walk 
into homes through unlocked 
front — or other outside 
entry — doors. Although 
there is no sure way to keep 
out all intruders, mounting 
locks on doors and using 
them will.deter many would- 
be burglars. 

Several different locks are 
available from lumber 
yards, hardware stores and 
locksmiths. -It is recom- 
mended that consumers 
purchase and use only 
Deadbolt 
locks. cannot be sprung or 
jimmied, or unlocked with a 
credit card. 

Cylinder and vertical 
deadbolt locks require a key 


to open the lock from the 
outside. But they usually can 
be opened on the inside by. 
turning the knob. 

Double cylinder deadbalts 
require a key on both sides. 
If a burglar comes through a 
window,, he will still need a 
key to carry bulky items — 
televisions and stereos — out 
a door secured with a double 
cylinder deadbolt. 

For maximum protection, 
cylinder deadbolts should 
have a full one-inch, solid- 
steel bolt or throw; a solid- 
brass cylinder guard; and 
solid-brass pin-tumbler. 
cylinders. “ 

It is' also recommended 
that at least two deadbolt 
locks and an inside chain 
lock be put. on all outside 
entry doors, The chain lock 
offers additional’ protection 
to persons inside the house. 

Because there is only one 
law. enforcement officer ‘for 
every 8,000 people in Illinois, 
all must help protect - 
themselves from burglaries.

“They will be taking the 
prime industrial property 
and leaving little parcels of 
Chouteau Township out here 
like a jigsaw puzzle and I 
don’t think we could force 
Granite City to take them. 
It’s just like they have done 
with Miracle Manor all these 
years. 

Sparks and Davis both said 
the townships invested 
money and work in getting 
the sanitary sewer project 
started in Nameoki, 
Chouteau and Venice 
townships so: growth would 
occur and the tax base of the 
townships. would increase. 

However, because Granite 
City and Granite City 
Township are coextensive, 
by law (sharing identical 
boundaries), annexations by 
the city aufomatically result 
in annexation by Granite 
City Township, 

One man in the audience 
said the townships must look 
toward the future, ‘for our 
grandchildren will say we

Harry Briggs, trustee of

arson is primarily the job of 
‘our professional fire services 
and local law enforcement, 
the FBI can, and does, help 
fight this battle. 

First, the Racketeer 
Influenced and Corrupt 
Organizations statute _and 
Interstate Transportation in 
Aid of Racketeering-Arson 
law offer two avenues for the 
FBI to investigate organized 
criminal activity, including 
arson. 

We are using these laws: 
one recent investigation 
resulted in the conviction

Another case involved the 
formation of an association 
to buy slum properties, in- 
flate their insurance value 
and burn them — six con- 
victions and jail sentences 
resulted.

Army 2-year enlistments; 


education aid 


The Department of - the 
Army has announced that, 
beginning Jan. 2, the Army 
will test a two-year enlist- 
ment for a limited number of 
enlistees meeting specific 
criteria. The two-year option 
also increases available 
benefits for higher education 
to qualified men and women. 

This marks the first time 
that a two-year. enlistment 
has been available since 
1973, when the Army became 
a totally all-volunteer force. 

Soldiers entering under the 
two-year program may be 
able to receive up to $7,400 in 
financial aid for college or 
vocational school through an 
enhanced Veterans 
Educational Assistance 
Program (VEAP) package, 
which includes a $2,000

contribution from the Army. 

Under the basic VEAP, the 
government contributes $2 to 
the soldier’s educational 
fund for every dollar the 
individual contributes.

In addition 
to these amountS, the Army 
will place another $2,000 in 
the education fund of an 
eligible two-year enlistee.

Eligibility requirements 
for the two-year enlistment 
state that applicants be high 
school diploma graduates, 
score in the upper mental 
categories on the Army’s 
enlistmegt examination, and 
enlist for one of about 40 
combat-related occupational 
specialities.

There are basically two 
types of passive restraints— 
passive seat belts and the air

When a car hits a fixed 
object at 12 mph or more, the 
abrupt stop causes the 
sensors to activate the air 
bags. As they inflate, the 
bags open up from the 
steering wheel hub and in- 
strument panel to form soft 
pillows between the oc- 
cupants and the dashboard 
of the car. 

The cushions are fully 
inflated, and actually begin 
deflating, in about 1-25th of a 
second. The process occurs 
so rapidly that if you were to 
blink your eyes, you would 
miss the air bag inflation 
completely.

GC authorizes 
first step in 
home loan plan 


A resolution authorizing 
Mayor Paul Schuler and City 
Clerk Robert Stevens to 
enter into an agreement with 
a bond underwriting firm to 
map details of a home 
mortgage funding program 
was approved by the Granite 
City Council Tuesday night. 

Arvil Taylor, ad- 
ministrative aide to Mayor 
Schuler, told the aldermen 
the action provides the first 
definite step toward 
preparation of a detailed 
program that later would be 
submitted to the council 
members for approval. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer 
asked if the resolution in any 
way would prevent a general 
discussion of the program by 
the council members before 
any decision is reached to go 
ahead with the program. 

Taylor explained an 
agreement between the city 
and a bond underwriter was, 
an organization step 
necessary to preparation of 


the plan so that it could be } 
presented for action by the 
council, 

A plan advanced to city 
officials calls for issuance of 
a multi-million-dollar bond 
issue from which home 
mortgages would be funded 
at a percentage rate lower 
than that of the regular 
market at the time the loans 
are made. 

No definite /amount has 
been set for such a bond 
issue, although a figure of 
$10 million has been used as 
“an example,” Taylor said. 

Taylor has recommended 
that any program set up for 
participation by Granite City 
should provide that residents 
making up to $40,000 per 
year would be eligible to 
apply for mortgage loans. ~ 
While the maximum salary 
for participants would be set 
at $40,000, mortgages would 
be made available up to a 
maximum of $80,000.

Mental Health care in 
Illinois has shifted 
dramatically toward 
community-based programs 
in the last 10 years, with 85 
percent of today’s total 
mental health and 
developmental disabilities 
population now receiving 
state care in their own 
communities. 

That trend away from 
institutions is sharply un- 
derscored in a special close- 
up look at mental health — 
now the state’s fifth largest 
spending program — in the 
current monthly fiscal 
report released by Comp- 
troller Michael J. Bakalis. 

The special 
spotlights major changes in 
the state’s mental health and 
developmental disabilities 


report * 


fiscal year, when the new 
state income tax was being 
implemented to expand 
Illinois state revenues. 

Major findings and trends 
in the special report: 

—In the last 10 years, one- 
fifth of all mental health 
spending was shifted from 
institutional care to smaller 
community care programs. 

—Appropriations for. 
community-based care in- 
creased ninefold during the 
decade. Reflecting that 
trend, the client population 
in the state mental health 
institutions decreased by 
23,049 between June 30, 1970, 
and June 30, 1978, while the 
number of clients in com- 
munity-based programs 
almost quadrupled, rising 
from 35,874 in 1970 to a 1978 
total of 134,134. 


—The cost of mental 
health care has_ risen 
rapidly, far exceeding the 
rate of inflation. Annual 
appropriations for care at 
state institutions, for 
example, climbed from 
$5,668 per client in fiscal 
year 1970 to $15,825 per client 
in FY 1979 — almost tripled 
in a single decade. 

—Does the community 
care concept save funds? By 
fiscal 1979, the cost per client 
receiving state institutional 
care had risen to 21 times the 
cost per client receiving 
community mental healt 
care. 

—The shift to community 
care programs has sharply 
reduced usage of state in- 
stitutional facilities. Man- 
teno Mental Health Care 
Center is cited as one of the 


most under-utilized, now 
operating at only 17 percent 
of its planned capacity of 
5,800 residents. 

Looking to the overall 
fiscal condition of the state, 
Illinois’ bill-paying capacity 
is steadily improving. 

The state’s average daily 
balance in the general funds 
was $232 million during the 
first five months of this fiscal 
year, $105 million better than 
the same period last year, an 
83 percent gain. 

Revenues are still running 
comfortably ahead of 
spending. 

General fund revenues are 
up 10.7 percent (or $262 
million) over the first: five 
months of FY 1978, while 
spending by the state in- 
creased 8.2 percent (or $195 
million) for the same fiscal 
period. 

There also is a significant 
improvement in the state’s 
unemployment trust fund, 
now up $313 million over last

Glaucoma is an eye 
disease without noticeable 
symptoms in its early 
stages, but one with 
inevitable progress toward 
blindness ‘unless detected 
and treated in time, 
authorities say.

Glaucoma is most 
prevalent among adults. The 
Lions tests will be given free 
of charge from 9 a.m. to 12 
noon at the Granite City 
Township Building, 2060 
Delmar Ave. i 

Staffing the unit will be 
local Lions volunteers 
headed by Roger Franck and 
loca] nursing volunteers, Pat 
McElvoy, Stephanie Dunn 
and Pat |Johnson, plus 
medical personnel to per- 
form the actual screening. 

Sponsors are the Lions of 
Illinois Foundation and the 
University of Illinois 
Department of 
Ophthalmology. 

No appointments are 
necessary for ‘the tests, 
which take only a few 
minutes and are painless. In 
the test for glaucoma, a 
measuring instrument is 
placed on the eye to record 
the fluid pressure in the 
eyeball. 

An elevated pressuré 
might mean glaucoma, or it 
might_mean something else. 
Persons with an elevated 
pressure are referred to 
doctors for a complete eye 
checkup. 

Since the Lions unit began 
its work in 1969, over 330,000 
Illinois residents have been 
screened. 

More than 1,500 people 
have been found to have 
glaucoma in various stages 
and, as a result, have been 
warned in time to undergo 
treatment necessary to 
preserve sight. 

For the first time, diabetes 
and hypertension testing will 
also be available in the Lions 
Mobile Unit. 

“The reason the Foun- 
dation has just added 
diabetes. and hypertension 
tests,” Club President Jim 
Miller said, ‘‘is the alarming 
increase nationally and 
locally in diabetic 
retinopathy, a disease of the 
eye which is nw the principal 
cause of blindness in 
diabetics.” = 

The diabetes test, like the 
glaucoma and hypertension 
tests, takes only a couple of 
minutes, but there is some 
food-intaké prepartation 
required for the diabetes 
test. . 

Either one of these two 
meals should be eaten about 
one-and-a-half hours before 


visiting the Lions unit: 

Meal I; 

A sandwich meal— 

Two slices of bread with at 
least one slice of meat or 
cheese. 

One piece of cake or pie. 

Coffee or tea with sugar, or 
milk, or a soft drink. 


Plus anything else one ~ 


likes, 

Meal II: 

Dinner meal— * 

One serving potatoes, 
dried beans or corn. 

‘Two slices of bread or roll, 

One’ piece of cake or pie. 

Coffee or tea with sugar, or 
milk, or a soft drink. 

Plus anything else one 
likes. 

The test itself. consists of 
drawing a single drop of 
blood from the visitor’s 
finger and processing: the 
sample in a srffall diagnostic 
device. In a matter of 
seconds, the blood sugar 
level is determined, in- 
dicating either the presence 
or absence of a potentially 
diabetic condition. 

All three tests offered by 
the Lions of Illinois Foun- 
dation’s Mobile Screening 
Unit are free of charge. 

“Considering how serious 
glaucoma and diabetes can 
be if not detected in their 
early stages, this is a rare 
opportunity to safeguard 
your eyesight and general 
health.’” 

However, he: reminded 
those who already know they 
have diabetes or high blood 
pressure that there is, “no 
need to be tested by the Lions 
unit. 

“They should continue 
their regular visits to their 
own doctors. 

“This screening,” Miller 
added, ‘is to discover those 
not aware of having high 
sugar in their blood or 
elevated blood pressure.” 

The Lions of Illinois 
Foundation is a non-profit 
group that relies on the Lions 
clubs’ Candy Day con- 
tributions, individuals ‘and’ 
businesses to finance its 
various programs. 

The foundation is 
recognized by the Internal 
Revenue Service as a tax- 
exempt group.) Foundation 
offices are located at 1515 N.

Nineteen seventy-eight 
was a newsy year for the 


human race. It had its. share 


of wars, floods,-earthquakes, 
inflation and other untoward 
events. 

It was also a big news year 
for wildlife, according to a 
survey by the National 
Wildlife Federation. For 
example, it was the year in 
which a tiny fish, the snail 
darter, stopped construction 
of a $120 million dam in 
Tennessee. And a diamond- 
back rattlesnake, concealed 
in a mailbox as a murder 
weapon, bit and nearly killed 
a Los Angeles attorney. 

It was a year in which 
hundreds of other animals 
made headlines. 

A few of them made the 
news tickers by getting 
kidnapped—a 75-pound 
Galapagos turtle named 
Little Rock that was whisked 
from a Brooklyn motel 
room; a large octopus that 
was eventually abandoned 
on the floor of a San Fran- 
cisco ladies’ room; a batch 
of snakes valued at $5,000 
abducted from a Glen 
Burnie, Md., reptile house; 
and nine pigs.

To the Editor: 

A move by the Illinois 
Environmental Council 
(IEC) to oust Illinois 
Department of Con- 
servation Director David 
Kenny is not only ill- 
advised, but it doesn’t even 
add up. when one takes a 
look at the man's record on 
the job. 

Admittedly, Dr. Kenney 
cannot make all groups 
happy all the time. But 
Kenney has brought more 
cohesiveness to the DOC 
during his less-than-one- 
year tenure than virtually 
any director during the 
past decade. 

This is not to say there 
were not some potentially 
good directors during that 
10 years. But on the other 
hand, look at the records of 
some who did hold the post 
.. almost complete over- 
balance in certain areas of 
the conservation endeavor. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Kenney 
has generated enthusiasm 
and positive action in. all 
phases of the department 
during the less than one 


\ year on the job, 


There will always be pro 
and con arguments about 
what are the most im- 
poratnt obligations of a 
department of con- 
servation, and with those 
beliefs you eventually have 
the great American 
democratic system put into 
action — the ensuing back- 
biting wounds of a political 
system, whether they be 
well-intended or for strictly 
personal reasons. 

First off, Dr. Kenny is 
not a politician, but he 
works for a politician and 
he readily admits that Gov 
James Thompson is in the 
driver’s seat. . 

But let me tell you 
something, folks. Jim 
Thompson has enough 
things to keep him busy 
without getting involved in 
the DOC. 

So that leaves . Dr. 
Kenney, an erudite and 
senitive man who left a job 
as a political science 
instructor at SIUC, to face 
the maddening crowd on 
his own. 

Kenney quickly caught 
on to that fact, so he started 
surrounding himself with 
what he believes are 
talented men in con- 
servation issues, and in 
dealing with the public. 

Dr. Kenney is not a 
schooled biologist or a 
professionaly-oriented 
conservationist, but he is 
an administrator, make no 
mistake about that. And, he 
had learned more about 
Illinois conservation 
matters in his first year on 
the job than some men 
learn ina four-year hitch in 
the post. 

Dr. Edward Kozicky, a 
member of an advisory 
board to Kenney, put it this 
way recently: ‘‘I’ve served 
on the Illinois Conservation 
Advisory Board for 13-14 
years, and under three 
previous directors. 

“Kenney has been the 
most outstanding of the 
four in administration of 
conservation matters in 
Illinois.”” 

Kozicky indicated that 
maybe one of the gripes 
being leveled against 
Kenney is his attitude 
toward all areas of con- 
servation. 

“Some of our previous 
conservation directors in 
Illinois have been more 
environmentalists and 
preservationists than 
conservationists,’’ © Dr. 
Kozicky said. “‘Maybe 
that’s why these people are 
upset with Kenney.” 

But opinions of Dr. 
Kenney and his depart- 
ment could go on, from 
both sides and in the 
middle, forever. \ 

The IEC stated in recent 
news stories that they are 
disappointed~ in the 


director 


“non’consumptive” land 
use and Kenney’'s 
resistance to pressure. to 
develop state-owned 
natural areas. 

These words come on the 
heels of an announcement 
by the DOC that it has just 
completed its Natural 
Areas Inventory — an 
inventory which took 3% 
years to complete and 
which is considered the 
most comprehensive and 
thorough cataloguing of 
natural areas produced by 
any state, 

The inventory reportedly 
lists more than 1,000 sites 
having natural qualities 
which make them worthy 
of preservation. : 

Adnfittedly, these are not 
necessarily —_ state-owned 
and the project was started 
before Dr. Kenney got on 
the scene, but let's com- 
pliment Kenney on_ his 
commitment to continue 
and see the project to its 
conclusion. 

The Illinois Nature 
Preserves System is 
another accomplishment of 
preservation in Illinois 
which gained much 
momentum during the past 
year. 

Heading the list of 
complaints by the IEC of 
Kenney’s department is the 
decision to cut some timber 
in Pere Marquette State 
Park. 

This was timber deemed 
by DOC foresters to not be 
serving a really useful 
purpose in that en- 
vironment, and the 
biologists said that 
removal would improve the 
forest. 

But one sidelight to the 
issue is the fact tht the IEC 
complaint list stated: “The 
council feels that there is 
an intrinsic value to areas 
that have never been 
touched; once an area has 
been subjected to cutting, 
the value is lost.” 

This was under 
complaint about 
Marquette. 

I suggest IEC people 
check their facts a bit 
closer. It's ‘my un- 
derstanding that Pere 
Marquette was logged 
years ago. 

In another complaint on 
the IEC gripe list, we see: 
“The Department of 
Conservation has made no 
progress in trail 
development.” 

Weare not sure just what 
IEC means by the term 
“progress’’ but we would 
refer them to an an- 
nouncement by the DOC 
Oct. 27 setting spring of 
1979 as the time of'a Trails 
Sumposium for launching a 
major  trail-planning 
program. 

That — precedent-setting 
meeting will be held just a 
bit longer than one year 
after Kenney came into the 
director's job. - 

Just in case IEC is not 
aware of-what this meeting 
is being held for, the basics 
are: inventory existing and 
potential trail sites, in- 
cluding utility corridors, 
abandoned railroad rights- 
of-way, levees, river 
corridors and other public 
lands throughout the state. 

Another focal point is 
investigating the feasibility 
of establishment a 
statewide trail system ‘and 
involving the public, along 
with state, federal and 
local government agencies 
in identifying and planning 
for trail-related recreation 
needs. 

But arguing conservation 
issues is another lengthy 
task, which can’t be 
completed here 

And here’s the bottom 
line: 

After years of following 
DOC happenings, we are 
setting that gut feeling 
again — who does the IEC 
have standing in the wings 
‘waiting for Kenney’s job?

Informed consent law, scrutiny 
of abortion tests recommended 


To the Editor: 

In July 1977 the Illinois 
Federation for Right to Life 
corresponded with Dr. Paul 
Peterson of the Illinois 
Health Department 
regarding the death of 
Barbaralee Davis following 
an abortion in Granite City. 

Mention was also made of 
a death of a woman in 
Champaign. 

While the Federation holds 
the position that there is 
always a death incurred 
when a an abortion is per- 
formed, the death of the 
unborn child, we have also 
always been concerned with 
the effects of abortion on 
women. 

Across the nation, those 
involved in the right to life 
movement have been in the 
forefront of proposing and 
supporting legislation on 
informed consent — advising 
the women of the dangers to 
themselves, and of the 
formation and development 
of their unborn child. 

The American Civil 
Liberties Union, Planned 
Parenthood, NOW and the 
National Abortion Rights 
organizations have worked 
diligently to oppose such 
legislation. 


While we hold that abor- 


tion is not actually a medical 
proceedure, since medical 
treatment traditionally 
implies the treatment of a 
disease or affliction — and 
pregnancy is a normal, 
natural state, not a diseased 
one — the ‘proponents of 
abortion, and the law at this 
point hold it to be a ‘‘medical 
treatment proceedure."’ 

We would then charge 
them with demanding the 
same safeguards as 
provided for medical 
proceedures. For instance, if 
gall bladders,. tonsils, etc., 
are surgically removed, 
pathology reports and 
examination — to prove that 
surgeons are not removing 
healthy tissue for profit — 
are required.

Regulatory costs top benefits _|

Thanks to American 
ingenuity, we are now able to 
make measurements of 
Venus that can detect dif- 
ferent temperatures and 
wind velocities and tell us 
when it is raining on the 
planet 135 million miles 
away. 

While Pioneer Venus 1 
circled Venus, a fleet of four 
space probes recently 
descended through the cloud- 
covered, superheated at- 
mosphere of the planet, 
sending back data that will 
shed light on centuries-old 
scientific mysteries and help 
us to better understand 
Earth’s environment. 

“This experiment,’ said 
one scientist, ‘‘is as precise 
as seeing the minute hand on 
a watch that is 3,000 miles 
away.” 

The stream of valuable 
scientific information will 
continue for a year as the 
orbiter circles the planet 
every 24 hours. 

Truly a great human 
achievement — and another 
notable American “‘first’’ in 
space.

That leaves two possibilities, 
either of which is filled with 
pitfalls. 

The; first is that the 
legislature, which had eight 
years to figure out a 
replacement tax but failed, will 
continue to flunk its duty and 
Jan. 1 will arrive without a 
replacement tax. 

Relying on a Supreme Court 
decision in Elk _ Grove 
Engineering vs. Bernard 
Korzen, the opponents of the 
amendment. argued that: the 
abolition of personal property 
tax by the legislature could not 
take place unless the legislature 
had also provided replacement 
taxes. 

The Supreme Court majority 


held that the abolition of per- 
sonal property-tax on or before 
Jan. 1, 1979 is not “self- 
executing’? but requires 
legislation'to carry it into effect. 
Part of the legislation would be 
the replacement taxes. 

But Mr. Justice J. Ryan 
dissented. He said, “If this 
provision is only to be viewed as. 
a mandate to the legislature, 
why was the time by which the 
abolition must be accomplisheds 
fixed at Jan. 1, 1979?” 

He said, “‘What then would be 
the effect of the failure by the 
legislature at that time (Jan. 1, 
1979) to enact a replacement 
tax? It clearly would not 
require the re-imposition of a 
tax which the constitution 
prohibits...” 

Senator Jim Donnewald, 
looking ahead, says, ‘There 


will be a bucket of court cases” 
after Jan. 1. 

If the legislature does not 
adopt replacement taxes, 
corporations, will have a 
powerful motive to get the 
abolition clause enforced. 

Those cases could tie up 
corporate personal property tax 
payments for months or years, 
leaving strapped taxing bodies 
bankrupt. 

The alternative is equally full 
of pitfalls. 

The House in the last session 
passed replacement tax bill HB 
2418, sponsored by Rep. Daniel 
M. Pierce, D-Highland Park, 
chairman of the revenue 
committee. * 

It would put.a 2% percent 
additional income tax on cor- 
porations, 1% percent on 
partnerships and trusts, and 1% 


percent increase on gross 
receipts of utilities. The utilities 
tax would amount to about 11% 
percent on their income. 

‘These would comply with the 
constitutional requirements 
that they be statewide and equal 
as to the classes of taxpayers 
and on the same classes as 
previously paid the corporate 
personal property — taxes, 
although a Sun-Times writer 
stated it would tax the part- 
nerships twice. 

They would raise a lot of 
money, although the writer, 
William J. Bloch, contended 
that some school districts would 
suffer severely. 


William E. Seawall, president — 


of the Chicago Real Estate 
Board, said local taxing bodies 
would lose between $50 million 
and $100 million. 


But this bill has one mon- 
strous loophole: it lacks an 
equitable basis for distributing 
the money. 

If replacement tax means 
what it says, the taxing district 
should get what its corporate 
personal property tax would 
have produced. That will vary 
from year to year. New per- 
sonal property is bought; old 
factories close, etc. Tax base 
isn’t constant. 

And how will a new taxing 
body obtain the equivalent of 
the corporate personal property 
tax it would have had if 
established prior to Jan. 1, 1979? 

House Bill 2418 is bottled up in 
the Senate Executive Com- 
mittee, which put it on the back 
burner pending a decision on 
the Constitutional. amendment 
to eliminate the deadline on 


abolition. 

Sen. Donnewald is on that 
committee, which has been 
wrestling with the tax future in 
view of the defeat of 
amendment. It got.56 percent of 
the vote, but needed 60 percent, 

Opponents of HB 2418 see its 
extra income tax on core 
porations as a serious blow t6 
the tax base of the state, Jong: 
term. 

Any thriving corporation 
making good profits will shun a 
state that taxes them 6 percent 
with no deductions. Tht will be 
Illinois if HB 2418 passes.

Walnut trees too 
good to be true?

Have you seen magazine 
advertisements that offer 
spectacular flowering 
walnut trees? The ad- 
vertisement _ mentions 
thousands of flowers that 
produce a “riot of color.” 

They claim it grows so fast 
you can récord new growth 
week after week, and 
becomes a towering 
showpiece in two years. And 
the best part of it is the 
bushels of walnut fruit. 

If you are impressed with’ 
these claims, here are some 
of the details. 

This advertisement is 
describing juglans nigra, the 
cammon black walnut. 

In the reference book, 
“Trees for American Gar- 
dens,” Don’ Wyman of the 
Arnold. Arboretum offered 
these comments about 
walnut trees: 

Black walnuts are in- 
cluded in his reference book 
on ornamental trees only 
because they grow so ex- 
tensively throughout the 


United States. It is too coarse 
for a street tree and its nuts 
falling on the road would 
make driving hazardous. 

Its flowers have, no in- 
teresting ornamental value 
and it has no autumn color. 

The roots of walnut trees 
give off a substance that 
retards the growth of many 
other kinds of plants; hence, 
it should not be grown near 
valued specimens or a 
garden. 

This is two versions of the 
same tree. When you review 
an advertisement for a 
spectacular plant, 
remember, it may literally 
be too good to be true. 

Spend a few minutes to 
find the scientific name. of 
the plant. Use that name as a 
basis for more information. 

Every public library has a 
small collection of reference 
books on horticulture. It 
might save you ten years of 
waiting for a walnut tree to 
start to flower in order to 
determine whether the 
advertisement was true or 
not.

Technical aid 
on management 
_of solid waste 


The Midwest office of the 
U.S. Environment Protec- 
tion Agency is announcing a 
newly-established program 
that will provide technical 
assistance to state and local 
governments to deal with 
solid waste management 
problems. 

The program is part of a 
national effort to provide 
information on and im, 
methods of solid waste 
handling. Its several 
dimensions can be tailored to 
a community’s needs. 

For instance, if a city is 
considering a recycling 
program as an answer to its 
disposal. problems, in- 
formation may be needed on 
whether or not the recycled 
material produced would be 
locally marketable. 

Or, a township may have 
an open dump that is filling 
up to its capacity and may 
want to create a sanitary 
landfill to satisfy new federal 
regulations. A geologically- 
sound site would be needed 
that wouldn’t affect the 
community’s water supply. 

EPA can provide in- 
formation and assistance to 
these communities and 
others working to solve their 
solid waste problems. For a 
community to be eligible, 
EPA must determine there 
is a real need, and that 
technical assistance would 
be a substantial help to the 
community. 

One method EPA may use 
is a new program called 
Peer-Matching. This 
program allows public 
officials to meet with others 
from across the country who 
have successfully handled 
the same problems. 

EPA’s own specialists, 
supplemented by a private 
consulting firm, also are 
available -to provide 
technical, marketing and 
financial expertise. 

Any State, county or other 
local governmental agency 
may apply for assistance.

If the legislature had taken 
action on the staggered pay 
increase schedule in 
December, 107 votes in the 
House and 36 in the Senate 
would have been required. 

But when the legislature 
meets Friday, after the start 
of the new year, 89 yotes is 


all that is required in the 
House and 30 in the Senate, 
according to the governor’s 
staff. 

Under the governor’s 
order calling the special 
session, only one bill may be 
considered, a bill sponsored 
by Sen. Harber Hall, R- 
Bloomington, in the Senate, 
and Rep. Theodore Meyer, 
R-Chicago in the House. 

The bill, a vehicle calling 
for $}-a-year pay raises for 
legislators, was filed last 
year so there would be a 
measure available if the 
legislature decided to pass a 
salary increase. It was 
passed in the House, but held 
in the Senate. 

The Senate on Dec. 14 


placed the bill at passage 
stage, so it can be acted 
upon when they return. 

Under the governor’s 
proposal, the legislators 
would receive a 20 percent 
increase this year, a 9 
percent increase in 1980 and 
8 percent in 1981, bringing 
them to a total salary of 
$28,000. Their old salary is 
$20,000 a year, 

The governor, other state 
officers, agency heads and 
others affected by the fall 
pay raise measure, would 
receive 10 percent this year 
and no more than six percent 
raises in succeeding years 
until the pay level approved 
by the legislature in 
November is reached. 


Thompson’s salary. would 
be increased $5,000 this year 
to $55,000 and $3,000 in 1980 to 
$58,000. 

Raises given to judges 
aren’t affected. They went 
into effect Dec. 1, when they 
took office, and cannot be 
retracted under the Illinois 
Constitution. 

Of the $8,400,000 a year 
estimated cost of the pay 
hikes approved by the 
General Assembly, 
$5,800,000 is required for the 
judicial raises. 

Pay increases __ for, 
legislators and state officers 
amount to $2,600,000 an- 
nually and the cost will be 
scaled down if the governor’s 
proposal is accepted.

Art enriches the store of 
images that makes com- 
prehension of concepts 
possible and comprehensive.

‘circuit breaker’ aid 


Senior and _ disabled 
citizens who did not get their 
applications in for 1976 
circuit breaker grants before 
the Dec. 31, 1977, deadline 
have a second chance to 
submit those applications: 

A law newly passed by the 
General Assembly and acted 
on by Governor James 
Thompson extends the 
deadline for such ap- 
plications to March 31, 1979. 

The state’s circuit breaker 
law makes. tax relief 
available to persons with 
annual household income of 
less than $10,000 who are 65 
years of age or older or who 
are disabled. 

Under the 1976, program, 
property tax relief grants of 
up to $500 and additional

Pronunciation 
preferences

“PREFERRED” PRO-. 
NUNCIATION — There are 
many honest citizens still at 
liberty who believe that if a 
dictionary gives two 
pronunciation for a word, the 
first one is “‘preferred,” i.e., 
“better,” ‘more proper.’’ 

And they feel slightly 
triumphant if they discover 
they have been using it 
rather than the second one. 

Actually, the double listing 
merely indicates a 
significant division among 
the “professional” language 
users — writers, linguists, 
teachers and media people. 
More of them use the first 
pronunciation, but many 
prefer the second. 

There may be regional or 
even social cause for the 
different pronunciations, but 
one is not better than the 
other — just more popular. 

The first ‘‘a”’ in ‘‘data’’ has 
not two but three legitimate 
pronunciations (as in ‘‘ate,”’ 
“at,” “ah,’’), though I 
suspect most of us. would 
reject the third as sounding 
too British.< 

Moreover, popularity has 
a way of changing. Not many 
years ago, stressing the 
second syllable of 
‘“‘dispicable’’ and 
“hospitable” was regarded 
as gauche, if not plain 
wrong. Not anymore. 

And ‘‘Feb-yor-wary”’ is not 
gaining ascendancy over 
‘‘Feb-roo-wary."”

Supplemental Medicare 


‘ (Office of 
Lieutenant. Governor 
Dave O'Neal) 

Most-asked questions to 
the Illinois Department of 
Insurance concerning 
supplemental and Medicare 
insurance: 

Q. What is a supplemental 
insurance policy? 

A. An insurance policy to 
pay for those costs of 
hospitalization, treatment, 
ete., which -are not covered 
by Medicare and are the 
responsibility of the 
Medicare recipient 

Q. Are supplemental 
Policies sold by the federal 
government? 

A. No. This insurance is 
sold by private insurance 
companies. These com- 
panies are not affiliated with 
the Medicare program. 

Q. Is supplemental in- 
surance available on a group 
basis as well as on an in- 
dividual basis? 

A. Yes. Some people are 
eligible for group insurance 
through their own or their 
spouse’s employment or 
membership in an 
association. If you or your 
spouse are covered by a 
group plan, find out before 
you are eligible for Medicare 
whether your coverage may 
be continued or converted to 
suitable supplemental 
coverage. 

Q. What are some samples 
of medical expenses not 
covered by the Medicare 
program which are 
generally not covered by’ 
supplemental insurance 
policies as well? 

A. Frequently-excluded 
expenses are: private duty 
nursing, routine checkups, 
eyeglasses, hearing aids, 
dental work, cosmetic 
surgery, custodial care in 
nursing homes, psychiatric 
care and self-administered 
drugs. 

Q. Do supplemental 
policies cover pre-existing 
health conditions, i.e., 
conditions that were in 
existence prior to the ef- 
fective date of ‘my policy? 

A. Most policies exclude 
coverage for pre-existing 
conditions for a specified 
period of time. However,

some companies may attach 
a rider to the policy per- 
manently excluding a par- 
ticular health condition or 
conditions. 

Q. Medicare pays only for 
charges which are con- 
sidered ‘‘reasonable 
charges,’’ and services 
which are considered 

‘reasonable an 
necessary.” How do sup- 
plemental insurance policies 
determine their benefits? 

A. The benefits of these 
policies are usually tied to 
the amount of Medicare 
payments. Very few in- 
surance policies will pay 
expenses ‘not considered as 
“reasonable charges” and 
services not considered 
“reasonable and necessary” 
by Medicare. 

For example, if a surgeon 
charges $400 for an operation 
and Medicare determines 
$300 to be the reasonable 
charge, Medicare would pay 
80 percent of $300. 

In most cases, a sup- 
plemental policy would also 
consider the reasonable 
charge and pay 20 percent of 
this amount. The excess 
would be your responsibility. 
In this -xample, you would 
have to pay $100 of the $400 
charge. 

If you receive a service 
which is not considered 
medically necessary - by 
Medicare, such as routine 
physical examinations, most 
supplemental policies will 
likewise not cover this ex 
pense, 

Q. In‘ purchasing an in- 
surance :policy, is it really 
important to know who sold 
me the policy? 

A. Yes. Be sure you have 
the agent’s name and ad- 
dress as well as the name 
and address of the company 
when the application is 
completed. Make checks 
payable to the insurance 
company rather than paying 
cash or making a check 
payable to the agent.

Snowmobiling is fun,

Snowmobiling is becoming 

ore ir each year as a 
fun-filled and exciting winter 
‘sport, Snowmobiles, 
thowever, can cause serious 
it if not properly used. 

‘The Illinois Department of 
Public Health has some 
advice for snowmobile users 
that will help them enjoy the 
sport more by cutting down 

tisk of injury. 

First, when purchasing a 
snowmobile, look for these 
features: 3 

1, Guards for the drive 
chain and all other moving 

. Many people have 

injured by getting their 
clothing entangled in the 
machine. 

2. Strong and easy-to- 
reach passenger handgrips, 

3. Adequate padding on the 
dash, steering bar and back 
end ‘of seat, Exposed or 
poorly covered hardware at 
the back of the seat can 
injure the ane or 
passenger when riding over 
rough terrain, < 
~ 4. Asnowflap in the back to 
keep snow off the taillight. 

.5. A windshield which does 
not havea sharp, stiff edge 
for the driver to impact on in 
case of a collision. 

6. A good instruction and 
maintenance maqual. 

Secondly, when using your 
snowmobile, follow this 
checklist: t 

1, Have enough fuel for the 
trip. It’s always wise to start 
with the tank filled. 

2. Be sure the drive belt is 
in good condition. ” - 
- 8. Align and tighten the ski 
assemblies. 

_ 4. Check the track for 
tension and free movement. 

5. Be sure the handlebars 
turn freely. 


6. Check the weather 
forecast so you don’t get 
caught in a storm. 

7. Operate the throttle and 
brake controls several times 
before you start the engine. 
Stuck or frozen controls can 

" cause serious injuries. 

8, Locate the emergency 
shut-off switch. If the 
throttle sticks, hit the shut- 
off switch. 

* 9. Check. the. wind-chill 
factor in the owner’s 
manual. A speed of 15 miles 
per hour and an outside 
temperature of 5 degrees F. 
produces an equivalent 
temperature of -25 degrees 
F. and considerable danger 
of freezing exposed skin 
areas. 

When operating your 
snowmobile, always wear 
goggles, a helmet with a chin 
strap, and warm, protective 
clothing. 

Never wear scarves, loose 
belts or clothes that could 
catch on moving parts or 
tree limbs. Don’t speed... 
your brakes have to be ap- 
plied slowly and evenly, just 
as in a car on sndéw-covered 
roads. 

And, be alert... the noise 
-of the snowmobile may 

prevent your hearing ap- 
proaching trains, cars or 
other snowmobiles.
